  Accounts Receivable over 30 days, Revenue and expenditure, and Accounts Receivable Reconciliation 
reports were reviewed and a motion to approve them as presented was made by Lloyd with a second 
made by Galen.  All ayes motion carried. 
  Alicia Presto presented a report from ECICOG.  Report included the changes that were made to the 
summer reading program due to COVID19.  ECICOG is also working on updates to the Comprehensive 
plan that is required by the DNR for the operating permit.  Safety training was also discussed with 
possible doing that through a web based setting due to COVID19. 
  There was one bid submitted for the mowing of the Closed Landfill and area around the Transfer 
Station.  That bid was from Land Varies, LTD for the amount of $547.50 per time mowing.  Dave 
Goedken made a motion with a second by Doug Herman to accept the bid from Land Varies, LTD. All 
ayes motion carried. 
  Doug Herman made a motion with a second by Dave Goedken to table tractor bids to a later date. All 
ayes motion carried. 
  Recycling being brought to the transfer Station by Commercial haulers was discussed due to the cost of 
hauling and the tipping fee the Commission is having to pay. Raising the price per ton for accepting 
recyclables from commercial haulers is to be put on the agenda for the September Meeting. 
  Lloyd made a motion with a second by Doug to adjourn the meeting. All ayes motion carried.
